This is a story that I wrote for my club newsletter. It is not QRP in 
nature. So If you cannot deal with that PLEASE DELETE NOW. It is 
related to two recent topics on QRP-1 - less than optimum antennas and 
D68C. It is just (I hope) a funny story. 


The Clandestine Ham 
Well I did it again. 


I took a little break from radio, and as of late I have been trying to 
get back into Dxing. The current fodder is D68C on Comoros Island in 
the Indian Ocean. It is about as far from my QTH as one can get. 
Consequently, it is a difficult catch. 


At my office, I have been running the DX packet cluster, so I can 
monitor when and where D68C has been. It seemed that they were very 
active during the day. So I thought, and here is where the trouble 
began, that if I had a station at my veterinary office, I might be able 
to snag them between patients. I already have an old extra transceiver 
so all I need to do is put up an antenna. 


Well this should be easy. I will put up a dipole in the attic and see 
what I can do. On Sunday morning with the office closed, I went in to 
do my rounds and also put up the antenna. I built a doublet according 
to the plans a guy posted on one of the reflectors I follow. It was fed 
with ladder line and I ran it to a 4:1 balun located just above my 
office. From there I ran about 10 FT of RG8 to my tuner. 


Putting up the antenna proved to be an amazing feat. My office building 
started out as two vacation homes many years ago that were connected and 
remodeled into one building. Consequently the attics are not connected 
and so there aren't any long stretches available. Add to that 13 years 
of old files, equipment, etc. and there just wasn't much room up there. 
So from the center I went 7 feet on each side made a right turn and went

another 12 feet, made a right turn and with a rope tied the two ends 
together with about 5 feet between them. Looks kind of like a 
horizontal loop but not connected at the far end of the loop. I 
actually saw a similar antenna described in the ARRL antenna book. Back 
to my office and put it to the test. It tuned easily on 10, 15, 20, and 
40. Cool I will be ready to go. 


My plan was that I could leave the packet cluster running and if I saw 
the spot, I could try to work it. If I would use my headphones no one 
would know. Now keep in mind my XYL is my office manager, so I can't 
get away with much. 


My next day at work, I put my plan into action. I set up everything and 
waited. Then at 17:00 UTC, there it was D68C on 10M CW. I told my 
coworkers that I was going to go get a cup of coffee and would be right 
back. I snuck into my office and closed the door. He was very weak, 
but calling CQ and no takers, perfect. Now I made my second mistake. I 
figured that with him being so weak he would never hear me at QRP 
levels, so I cranked the old Icom 701 up to 100W. I tapped out my call 
and back he comes .KW ? Wow he heard me on the first call. Back I 
send, 599 de AC6KW TU (599, typical DX lies ;-) ). I hear him come 
back ..599 TU AC6KW. 


Just at that moment, my office door bursts open. My XYL exclaiming 
"What the #$%$i are you doing. There is Morse code coming out of the 
speakers all over the hospital, and the computer screens are all 
blinking on and off with the noise on the speakers. 


So much for my clandestine operation, I was caught red handed with my 
hand in the cookie jar. At least I did get my catch! 


Lessons learned: 

1. Much less than optimal antennas do work. 

2. Stick to QRP operations, especially when you are trying to be 
sneaky.

Many of you know that the NJQRP Club provides a simple-but-fun kit for the 
QRPers coming to the Atlanticon QRP Forum each year at the end of March. 
The idea is for these Manhattan-style projects to be assembled before 
Atlanticon so they can be used in the Saturday evening building and 
operating contest. 


Over half of the attendees usually build up these projects, and most learn a 
lot along the way relative to homebrew construction technique and theory of 
operation. Additionally, and this is the most fun part, we all get a chance 
to xusex the project in some zany fashion right there during the QRP 
weekend. 


LAST year we had a simple transmitter called the SNAP. After the homebrewer 
had his/her project assessed relative to construction techniques, each was 
"measured" at two special judging stations. The SNAP's power output was 
coupled with the aesthetic beauty to determine the ultimate winners of the 
contest. 


THIS YEAR'S ATLANTICON KIT IS ... 
. a PIC-based PSK31 audio beacon! 


We designed software for an inexpensive-but-fast PIC-like microcontroller 
device that generates audio tones using the PSK31 algorithms. The 
data-driven audio waveform is fed to an amplifier IC which drives a 
user-supplied speaker and "voila", the familiar PSK31 warble is easily 
recognized. When presented as input to DigiPan (or an equivalent PSK31 
receiving system), these modulated audio tones are able to be decoded to 
display the original data stream. 


THE "BEACON" PART 
The "beacon" part of the kit comes about in the kind of data programmed into 
the PIC. Each kit's microcontroller comes pre-programmed with a simple 


string customized with the individual's callsign. For example, the data 
string currently programmed in my PSK31 Beacon is and endless loop of: 
PSK31 Beacon de N2APB/B code 8926 n2apb@amsat.org 
Each person building a kit will have it customized with his/her callsign, a 
code word (typical for beacon transmitters), and his/her email address. 
Further, in order to provide additional distinction in the signal, each 
Beacon will be based on one of 22 different center frequencies centered 
around 1 KHz. (More on these last two aspects in a bit.) 


"SO, WHAT CAN ONE DO WITH AN AUDIO PSK31 BEACON?" 

Well, here's the beauty and the fun of the entire project. First, as is 
usually done during our Building Contests, each contestant's 
Manhattan-constructed Beacon kit will be judged on that Saturday evening by 
the homebrewer experts that we'll have at Atlanticon: K8IQY and K7Q0. Jim 
Kortge and Chuck Adams will evaluate each Beacon for its homebrew quality. 


Next, all contestants will turn their beacons ON and gather around two 
laptops running DigiPan and manned by PSK31 veterans NN1G and N2CX. These 
laptops have built-in microphones and can decode audio PSK31 tones "in the 
air" ... and boy, with 75-100 beacons warblin' away, there will certainly 
be audio tones in the air! (We've suggested that Dave and Joe bring along a 
pair of ear plugs :-) 


Okay, so now you've got the picture of a whole bunch of QRPers amassed 
around a table with N2CX and NNiG sitting by their laptops running DigiPan, 
right? Now within a 15 minute period, the idea will be to see how many of 
the Beacons can be copied (callsign & code word), as captured by the DigiPan 
programs. Factors involved in successful reception include functional 
completeness of the Beacon itself, the settings of the audio amp, the 
speaker used, the distance from the laptop's microphone, adjacent QRM, etc. 
"Points" will be awarded to all Beacons for the degree of solid copy 
captured to the DigiPan log during that 15 minute period. 


AND THE WINNER IS .... 
. the best combined "score" of: (1) homebrew construction quality, 
and (2) DigiPan receive points. 


This may sound complex, but it's really quite simple -- build the Beacon, 
turn it on and see how well it can be copied by DigiPan. Each contestant 
could actually do this during the test phase at home prior to Atlanticon! 


USING THE BEACON AFTER ATLANTICON 

Sure, projects can be fun for a weekend's contest or fun activity, but the 
NJQRP PSK31 Beacon will have lasting value for the PSK31 enthusiast. The 
audio tones generated by the Beacon can be presented as input to any SSB 
transmitter -- a Warbler, PSK-20, PSK-40, or even a Yaesu FT-1000. Thus, a 
PSKer can easily put a beacon signal on the air for all the same reasons 
that CW beacons are used (e.g., propagation studies, etc.) 


Recall that each Beacon's microcontroller is customized with one's callsign 
and is run on slightly different frequencies. One Beacon may have its tones 
centered at 978 Hz, while another may have it's tones at 1050 Hz. This 
spreading out of Beacon signals will help when multiple beacons are placed 
in service at the same time within close geographic proximity.

>I have mixed feelings about the opinions whether visual memorization is 
>detrimental. 

It's a well-documented problem, if higher speed operation is the goal. 

>If your neural connections are agile it should not cause problems. 

If you're quick, you might be able to go faster, but eventually, you'll 
run into the "wall" as you don't have enough mental acquity to listen to 
the sound, translate that to visual symbols, look it up in your mental 


table and then read off the result. 


Visual memorization works up to maybe 10 wpm. Why do you think the FCC 


chose 13 wpm so long ago? Because 13 was unlucky? Speeds of 5, 10 and 20 
would have made more logical sense, right. 


13 wpm was sort of a minimum speed for a competency with code. 


>For example; Typing code is IMHO a dual translation. If you want to write it 
>down, #1 pencils are a lot faster I buy them at the local office supply. 


I can type 80+ wpm. I can only write about 25 wpm on a good day, and the 
results are pretty illegible. 


If you practice with a keyboard, then you'll learn to translate code in 
one step. 


>I certainly agree with leaving the rig on and "reading the mail" as you do 
>something else. 


I've never found this useful. To copy in my head, I have to concentrate 
hard enough that I can't do anything else. Or if I try to do something 
else, I don't end up reading any code. 


>I'm not a Neurologist but I think that once you learn to walk and chew gum 
>at the same time the learning method is not that critical. Your brain puts 
>it all together. 


Eventually, perhaps. But prior learning often interferes with 
acheivement. In this case, if you learn code by memorizing a table of 
visual representations, you reach a point where you have to retrain by 
sounds.

Bill, 
As luck would have it, the end of a dipole is the high voltage section, and 


what you grabbed was the highest potential for RF burn. At an approximate 
end impedance at 100 watts at 3000 ohms, you would have grabbed about 600 
volts. At the center, the 100 watts is developed at about 72 ohms, 
depending on height above ground, and that would be only about 80 volts. 

You could grab an insulated dipole wire near the center, I did not mean 
across the feedpoint. But, I don't suggest taking any risk at 100 watts. 
You are liable to be capacitively coupled to something around you, virtually 
grounding you. 


Now let's look at QRP: With 5 watts, the end is still a healthy approximate 
120 volts, at 3000 ohm point. But the center is only about 18 volts at 72 
ohms. You might feel a slight tingle up about 24 volts. The RF burn 
potential would be pretty small. Besides corrosion inhibition, I like to 
use insulated wire for portable dipoles to keep down the chance of casual RF 
burn contacts.

These are pretty forgiving circuits, just match a couple of the package 
assortment diodes from Radio Shack, 1N34 type, for forward voltage on the 
diode test range of a DVM. I have done this to replace the pickup diodes 
in power/swr meters before. Works fine, and did not have to adjust the cal 
pots. They blow from abuse, and thus, it is good to keep some around, or not 
try to tune up with power into a no antenna connection. 


The ratings of the 1N34 is just slightly less current than the 295, but the 
voltage is the same in reverse, according to Central Semiconductor Corp. 
catalog, a general replacement source of diodes and transistors.
